Recent dispatches from Belgrade disclosed that 
the Communist Governmerg¢ there has 
orders to Yugoslavia’s peasants—the 
working class of people in the world—to surren- 
der their grain crops to the state at fixed prices. 
Farmers who own five to seven acres of arable

‘ land must surrender 10 per cent of their grains. 


Those who have farms of 25 acres must deliver 
45 per cent of their crops. And those owning more 
than 25 acres of arable land are required to 
surrender 68 to 80 per cent of their year’s harvest. 

This is the Communist agrarian reform policy 
in Yugoslavia! 

American newsmen have been highly enthu- 
saistic about the Communist agrarian reform 
program in China. 
of this program? One outstanding teature oi it 
is that all farmers in their occupied areas are 
required to surrender a great part of their crops. 

In Yugoslavia the obligation of such surrender 
begins with the ownership of five arable lands, 
but in China the starving point is half of that 
amount. Thus Yugoslavia’s Tito is merely a 
novice when compared with China's Mao Tse- 
tung!

Regularly in both the daily press and the so- 
called big-name magazines, and occasionally in 
COMMON SENSE, I have noticed for many 
months what I consider to be a phraseology 
which is not only misleading but which even aids 
thé spread of that curse which all decent and 
patriotic citizens of every country are today seek- 
ing to exterminate,—the curse namely of Marx- 
ian Communism. ”

There is absolutely no reason whatevef for us 
to get sore at the Russians or “get tough with 
Russia” as the sensationalists put it, nor is there 
any reason for us to hate the Austrians, Bulgar- 
ians, Czechs, Germans, Greeks, Hungarians, Ital- 
ians, Poles, Rumanians, Russians, Slovaks, Uk- 
rainians, Yugoslavs, or any other people who has 
fallen into the clutches of a soviet savagery. On 
the contrary they merit our pity because they are 
but victims of the most diabolical plot known to 
history and they deserve both our deepest sym- 
pathy and most energetic assistance because we 
are even more responsible for their present plight 
than they themselves. : 


Throughout the length and breadth of the vast 
Eurasian regions which are now ruled directly 
or dominated indirectly by the cutthroats of the 
Kremlin, every man and woman, and even every 
teen-ager, has been forced to make the choice 
between a life of slavish acceptance of a regime 
of red terror or a death preceded, as likely as not, 
by a torture far worse than death. But this 
regime, be it noted, is not Russian; nor are those 
responsible for it either Russian or representa- 
tive of the various aforementioned nationalities. 


Within the territory which many persons in- 


nocently, but mistakenly, designate and refer to 
today as “Russia,” the Russiais lost control in 
October or November of 1917, or shortly there- 
after; wherefore it is no more fitting to designate 
this territory “Russia” and the rulers thereof 
“Russians” than it would be to designate our 
own country “Indiana” and to dub all the inhabi- 
tants “Indians”. All persons who fall into this 
habit are not only contributing to the creation 
and perpetration of a grievious historical error 
but are “aiding and abetting”, even though un- 
intentionally, the furtherance of a conspiracy of 
hate whose goal is bad blood between Russians 


and Americans. 


Hate against an individual person is un-Christ- 
ian, of course, and therefore, un-American. On 
the other hand, however, hate against the crimes 
of either an individual or a group of individuals, 
and also a zeal in putting an end to crime is 
100%, Christian and hence 100% American. In 
speaking, end even in thinking, about either Rus- 
sians or any other people we must be extremely 
careful. Both individually and collectively we 
have enemies, and lots of them. Numbered 
among these enemies, however, is neither ‘“Rus- 
sia” nor “the Russians.” 


Both as a state and as citizen members of the 
Sovereign collectively which makes us a state, 
our one great enemy today is a worldwide con- 
Spiracy which, makes no claim whatever to be 
ekher “Russia” or “Russians” but which not only 
spurns this title but officially proclaims itself to 
be an embryonic one-world state named “The 
Union Of Soviet Socialist Republics” or, in ab- 
breviated form, “The U.S.S.R.” or “The Soviet 
Union.” Why anyone who is even half-wise to 
this world conspiracy lets himself be misled into 
referring to it as “Russia” or “The Russians” is 
something which I cannot comprehend. 


Actually, of course, this self-styled “Union of 
Soviet Socialist Republics” is neither social nor 
republican, nor is it even a true soviet or a union. 


The title is little, if anything, more than an alias, 
—an alias in the best traditions of the cunning 
criminals of the U.S.S.R.and of cunning criminals 
the world over who wish to conceal their identity 
in connection with this or any other conspiracy. 
To call it “Russian” therefore, or to call its multi- 
aliased organizers and rulers. “Russian” is not 
only a misnomer but an outright slander gn all 
Russians. 

If our own thoughts are to be kept straight, if 
our language is to mean anything, and if history 
is not to be corrupted beyond recognition, wé 
must give new names, titles, and identifying des- 
ignations for all new things, wherefore, inasmuch 
as the full and formally official title of “The 
Union of Soviet Socialist Republics” is too long 
and clumsy for general use, lets call that Moscgw 
Monstrosity ‘“U.S.S.R.”, “The Soviet Union”, 
“Sovietland”, “Sovietdom” and the inhabitants 
new enslaved therein “Sovieters”, “Sovietans”, 
“Sovietlanders”, etc. 

Not only have the Russians been deprived of 
both power and possessions in Sovietland but, 
thanks to the outright murden of tens of millions 
of the Christians among them, they constitute 
only a minority among the total sovietized popu- 
lation thereof. According even to the official 
thesis of the criminal caboodle of the Kremlin, 
Sovietland is a superstate conglomerate of some 
six score national, racial, lingual, and/or. ethical 
groups of which the Russians, whose lives have 
been spared, are but one; and to this thesis they 
could add with equal truthfulness that dominion 
over this monstrous conglomerate is in the hands 
of non-Russians who obtained, and who exercise, 
authority in and from Moscow by millionfold 
murder.

Lem L. Markland is district delegate from 
Local 801 (Frigidaire-Dayton) and became presi- 
dent of the council. He does not deny being a 
Communist. 


Comrat Joseph Vejlupek is district delegate 
from Local 702 (National Carbon-Cleveland) and 
secretary of the council. The Daily Worker of 
9-19-40 praised him and Kres for smearing gov- 
ernment officials who published names of Com- 
munist petition signers. 


Hymaa Lumer is educational director ef UE 
District 7 and also chairman of the educational 
committee of the Communist Party of Ohio. In 
1944 the party ordered him to establish a school 
to lure labor leaders and train them in Com- 
munist fundamentals so he established the Ohio 
School of Social Sciences in the Euclid Avenue 
Baptist Church with the aid of Baptist Secretary 
Doris R. Sharpe. Attorney General Clark recent- 
ly listed it as a major Communist front to be con- 
sidered in loyalty investigations. 


Marie Reed is the comrat mistress of the mem- 
bers of amalgamated Local 735 at Cleveland 
which consists of stooges in more than 50 plants. 
She received her basic Communist training in 
Communist youth movements and after she had 
proved her depth of treachery the party promot- 
ed her to its UE. Her office, appropriately 
enough, is in the Kremlin at 1000 Walnut Ave- 
nue.

(GE) and he soon proved he was a top camrat 
by inciting his mob ‘to demonstrate their con- 
tempt for justice because the late Judge Stanley 
Orr had fined some of the GE Communists and 
stooges for violating a court order.

Marcus had been an organizer for the 
National Maritime Union on the Ohio River at 
Cincinnati but he was so foul and open in pro- 
motion of Soviet slavery that officials of the CIO 
council barred him from meetings. The NMU 
had to drop him but his activities proved he was

Saul Sac Levin is another leader of whom UE 
members may rightfully be proud. He was very 
active in Local 801 (Frigidaire-Dayton) in man- 
euvering comrats into control of that local and 
then helped Comrat Marie Reed expand her slimy 
tentacles over other groups. His post-graduate 
course in treachery and betrayal at Lenin Uni- 


versity at Moscow qualified him for the most 


difficult assignments so that the party sent him to 
Akron as local chairman of the party but with 
the specific assignment to gain control of the 
United Rubber Workers union.

Fred P. Keller is of international notoriety. A 
few. of .Stalin’s rats were elected to the Spanish 
parliament, gained control of a few key positions 
in the government and then took over.

Comrats Irene Motok and John Beékid of War- 
ren are such ardent party members that the Daily 
Worker carried their pictures and lauded them 


in its coverage of the 1943 UE convention. It ’ 


also saluted Richard Niebur and Thelma Ralph, 
now comrat masters at Sandusky, for attending 
the 1943 UE convention as their honeymoon. + 


Louis Kaplan is another example of the ideal 
UE official. He was kicked out of the CIO ship- 
builders union for Communist activities and that 
qualified him for the UE so he was sent to Day- 
ton as UE field representative. There seems to 
be a few Americans in the VE at Dayton for ata 
recent CIO meeting they booed Kaplan and de- 
manded that he be run out of town. To Moscow? 


Kaplan and Robert A. Harrison, also of Day- 
ton, having proved their treachery to Stalin’s 
satisfaction, were added to the UE flying goon 
squad and recently went to Lexington, Kentucky, 
where they invited their stooges to demonstrate 
their contempt for law and order and assault 
Americans because the courts had granted pro-

UE Stalinites Esther Tice and Waldo Stager 
of Cincinnati were married recently and are cele- 
brating by dishing out Soviet poison all over 
southern Ohio. 


Herbert Hirschberg is UE international repre- 
sentative at Cleveland but is such a master of 
doubletalk that the party has given him a roving 
assignment even to Kentucky and Tennessee. 


Hirschberg received his Communist training in 
the New York area and while stationed at New- 
ark he was so insistent that all workers read the 
Daily Worker that the Sunday Worker of 1-9-44 
commended him for it. 


Another top Communist. whom UE stooges 
hired to rule them is Charles E. Sim, a protege 
of Commissor Kermit M. Kirkendall, master of 
UE Local 768 and former Communist state sena- 
tor from Dayton. Sims rose high and fast in 
UE circles after he joined the party and is now 
president of the Dayton CIO council. 


The Communist masters of the UE have only 
contempt for their stooges. They anticipate that 
the UE will soon be expelled from the CIO so 
they are having their stooges sign a new form of 
dues check-off authorization cards with CIO de- 
leted, and which are intended to remain in effect 
even though the stooges later get smart and at- 
tempt to resign from the UE.

In its recent session Congress passed and the 
President signed a Bill to take sixty-five million 
dollars out of the pockets of American taxpayers, 
in order to make an “interest free” gift for the 
erection of a Mausoleum along the East River 
Drive in New York City. This mausoleum is to 
house the moribund and phony and disintegrating 
United Nations. 
During the two years of its 
existence the United Nations has 
done nothing to justify the al- 
locating of sixty-five millions of 
American dollars for the estab- 
lishment é6f a UN Capital in 
New York City. The United 
Nations has not promoted the 
peace and freedom and prosper- 
ity of the world. The United 
’ Nations has failed to apply the 

principles of either the Four 

Freedoms or the Atlantic Char- 

ter to. the peoples of eastern and 

middle Europe, against whose enslavement by 
Red Fascist Russia the United Nations has not 
uttered a single official protest.

Government of 
the United States cannot permit the exercise 
within the United States of the police power of 
any combination of foreign governments known 
as the United Nations. 


Our State Department has thus endorsed the 
principal patriotic and legal purposes behind the 
lawsuit which this writer has introduced into the 
Supreme Court of the State of New York, re- 
questing the Court to issue what is known as a 
Declafatory Judgment, condemning as_ uncon- 
stitutional, void and illegal all the New York 
State and New York City Legislation that has 
been passed to establish the UN Capital along 
the East River Drive. 

The United Nations proposes to exercise for- 
eign police power in the United States.

RUSSIANS IN 1943 MEMO 


STRIKING SIMILARITY BETWEEN AD-

On February 21, 1943, Franco sent the folow- 
ing memorandum to the British Ambassador, Sir 
Samuel Hoare: 

“Our afarm about the Russian advanced is shar- 
ed not only by the neutral nations, but also by all 
thase people in Europe who have not lost the 
faculty of sensitive perception and fear. Com- 
munism is an enormots menace for the world, 
and now that it is supported by the victorious 
armies of a Great Power, all those who are not 
blind must be discouraged. If Russia comes out 
of the war triumphant, we belieye that even Eng- 
land will adopt our view and perhaps then our 
fears will not seem“exaggerated. . 

“We, who neither enter nor wish to enter the 
war, can see events with great impartiality.. 

If the course of the war continues unaltered, 

is evident that the Russian armies will caused 
deep mto German territory. . If this occurs, 
will not the major peril to the Continent and to 
England be a Sovietized Germany, which will 
distribute to Russia its secrets and manufactures 
of war, its engineers, its technicians and special- 
ists, giving them the opportunity to create a 
fabulous empire, from the Atlantic to the Pacific? 
In our opinion, while up.until now Russia has 
been the major danger for Europe, due to her 
Communist totalitarianism and her military and 
industrial power, at present this danger is grow- 
ing enormously. 

“And we ask: Is there any Power in Central 
Europe, in this mosiac of nations and races with- 
out consistency and unity, ruimed and shorn by 
occupation, which could contain the ambitions of 
Stalin? Evidently not. We can be sure that 
Communism will reign supreme in these nations 
after the occupation. | 

“For this reason, we consider the situation ex- 
tremely serious, and we appeal to the good judg- 
ment of the British people that they may reflect 
on this situation: that if Russia occupies Ger- 
many, nothing, nobody, ean contain her. . . . ™ 

“If Germany did not exist, Europeans would 
have to invent a Germany, and it would be ridicu- 
lous to think that Germamy’s place could be occu- 
pied by a federation of Lithuanians, Poles, 
Czechs and Romanians, which would be rapidly 
transformed into a federation of Soviet states.”

1 am far within the mark when I say that all 
the armies that ever marched, azd all the navies 
that ever were built, and all the parliaments that 
ever sat, and all the kings that ever reigned, put 
together have not affected the life of man upon 
this earth as powerfully as has that One solitary 
life.
